Within the past seven years, one 
hundred and thirty-three varieties of 
winter wheat have been very carefully 
tested in the Experimental Depart- 
Ment at the gricultural College. 
Guelph. Besides ascertaining the com- 
Perative yields of grain and straw of 
the different varieties, the wheats 
have been closely examined each year 
for their quality of grain, time of 
maturity, atrength of straw, freedom 
from rust, eto. in order to determine 
which kinds will give the most satis- 
factory results, when growf under uni- 
form conditions. After the various 
Varicties have been carefully tested at 
the College for a few years, those 
which have given the best satisfaction 
are selected for distribution through- 
This system of co-opera- 
tive experimental ‘work enables the 
fafmers to determine for themselves 
which of the leading varieties will give 
the best result upon their own parti- 
cular farms. As a practical result 
from obtaining information in this way, 
bundreds of farmers are now growing 
Varieties in their farm practice, which 
were entirely unknown to them a short 
time ago. For instance, the Dawson's 
Golden Chaff variety of winter wheat, 
which has recently given such high 
average yields of grain per acre, both 
at the College and throughout On- 
tario, was scarcely known except in one 
neighborhood near Guelph, until it was 
sown in our Experimental Grounds in 
1891, and afterwards distributed for 
co-operative experimental work.

ANOTHER STRIKE. 


Again, I was climbing among the 
mines in company witha party of 
Rosslanders. As we were looking 
througth the city of Spokane, which 
is chiefly owned by a wealthy Eng- 
lishman named Horne Paine, my 
campanion gaye mean outline of 
its history. A friend of his, two or 
three years ago, who had located it 
asa claim, had deeded him the pro- 
perty asa gift on condition that, in 
case it proved valuable, the profits 
should be divided between them. 
My companion yalued the deed so 
little that he never registered it, 
and in the course of time it lapsed. 
The claim was located a second 
time by another party, and again 
he/ allowed to lapse, the claim-owner 
not thinking it worth the §100 of 
development work called for annu- 
ally by the Provincial mining laws. 
Then the original owner, finding 
his old claim again abandoned, had 
a fancy for it a second time,re- locat- 
ed it, and did some development 
work. The surface indications were 
good, but for many feet down there 
was no indication of anything in the 
shape of gold. Mr. Horne Paine 
and other resentatives of the 
London syndicate with which he is 
connected madé a personal examin- 


ation of the rocks and ores of sur-|- 


rounding mines, and were convinced 
of the yalue of the location. The 
owner meantime had become more 
hopeful of it himself, and when he 
was asked to sell asked $65,000 and 
gotit. Now he sits in front of_a 
hotel on the main street half the 
day’ long and smiles. The mine 
will probably prove valuable, the 
quality of the ore improving with 
the depth. 


But perhaps the queerest story of 
the many floating round the mining 
camps is this: The Leroy mine was 
developed by seven lawyers from 
Spokane City, who, contrary to the 
habit of lawyers,allowed themsel ves 
to reach a more or less impecunious 
condition, having sunk their money 
in the mine. They used to talk 
over their enterprise at Rossland in 
a saloon in Spokane, and in the oc- 
casional drinks that were necessary 
to see matters in a proper light were 
chalked up against them by the 
saloon keeper. Having no money, 
so the story goes, they paid their 
bill in small blocks of Leroy stock, 
at twenty cents on the dollar, and 
paid a little more than their bill in 
order to get a slight advance in 
cash. The saloonkeeper seems to 
have known a good thing when he 
saw it. He heid on to the stock, 
and the blocks held by him are now 
worth $750,000. The mine is pay- 
Ing a dividend of $50,000 a month, 
and the stock is unpurchasable

PUBLIC HEALTH. 


DUTIES OF VARIOUS PARTIES. 


The Public Health Act imposes. 
very properly, certain duties upon 
teachers. (High, Public and Model), 
physicians. heads of families, and mem- 
bers of Boards of Health respecting at- 
tendance at school of any who have, 
or have been exposed to, contagious 
diseases. In the past, much to the in- 
jury of nota few families and individu- 
als in the village and country, these 
duties haye not been always performed. 
The following are the sections of the 
Public Health Act bearing upon this 
matter :— 


Whenever a case of smnall-pox, cholera, scar- 
latina, diphtheris, whooping cough. measles, 
mumpa, gianders, or other coutagious disease, 
existe in any house or household belonging to 
which are persons attending Sechool, the house- 
holder shall, within eighteen hours of the time 
such disease is known to exist, notify the head 
teacher of such school or schools and also the 
eecre ; of the local board of health, of the ex- 
istence of such disease; and no member of such 
household shall attend school until a certificate 
has been obtained from the medical health 
officer, or legally 
that infection no existe in the house, and 
that the sick person, house, clothing and other 
effects have been ected to his satisfaction ; 
and until such certificate shall have been obtain- 
ed, it shall be the duty of e member of the 
household, and of the teacher to use all reason- 
able efforts to prevent the association of mem- 
bers of the said household with other children.

medical evidence of the falsity of the report has 
been obtained. 


From this it is evident that itis the 
duty of all heads of families, physic- 
ians,and members of Boards of Health, 
to notify the head teacher of the High 
and Public School in their locality of 
the fact that a contagious disease, or 
diseases, of any kind exist in a family. 

It is then the duty of the teacher or 
teachers to see to it that no person who 
has any contagious disease or who has 
been ex to such,is allowed to attend 
school, until the medical certificate in- 
dicated in the act has been presented. 
This provision applies not only to 
children who have such diseases, or 
who have been exposed to them, but 
to High, Model, and Public school 
pupils and teachers of any age or class. 

hile some contagious diseases are 
mentioned,all are not specified, Chick- 
enpox, itch, and other diseases are in- 
cluded under the expression ** other con- 
tagious diseases.” The law is right, 
and no teacher or other officer upon 
whom it imposes any duty should hesi- 
tate to perform it “ without fear, favor 
or affection.” 

Of course, so intelligent and public- 
spirited a class of citizens as physicians 
and mémbers of Boards of Health will 
never fail to do their duty insuch a 
matter.

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RUSSIA'S GREAT STRIKE. | 


STARVATION PAY AND LONG HOURS 
OF RUSSIAN WORKMEN. 
Piferts of the Strike May Re of Pelttical 

ae Well a: of Rromemiranl tmpertance— 

The Werkmern Were Qetet and Orderly -— 

The Government sides With the Masters 

and tmprixenrd Bandreds of the Work

A great strike among the weavers of 
St. Petersburg, which lasted for o 
fortnight, and exceeded in extent and 
severity every previous movement of 
the kind in Russia, deserves the atten- 
tion of all students of the workmen's 
question, says a St. Petersburg letter. 

The immediate cause of the strike 
must be sought in the (very slight) 
competition to which Russian manufac- 
turers have been exposed by the low- 
ering of the duties on foreign textile 
goods by the Russo-German commer- 
cial treaty of 1893. The masters, who 
still made from 10 to 30 per cent on 
their capital, seized upon this as an 
excuse to lower wages and increase 
hours, thus reducing the workman to 
starvation limit, about $2.50 a week 
being the maximum pay for twelve 
hours’ work per day ! 

The position of the workman was 
rendered still more intolerable by the 
irregularity with which his wages were 
paid, and the, heavy fines and deduc- 
tiens for misconduct and bad work, in 
the levying of which the masters and 
managers were the sole judges. Further 
the “truck” or “pluck” system of fac- 
tory shops, where the men are unmerci- 
fully fleeced, was not unknown. 

It is not wonderful, then, that in 
September last the men sent their 
Wives to beg in the streets. Added to 
the general question éf wages and hours 
Was the recent grievance that the men 
were forced to stand idle for three days 
during the coronation, and received no 
wages. As they remarked, “The Czar’s 
holiday means hunger for us and our 
families.” 

However wretched the case of the 
workmen, the main interest of the prea- 
ent strike is not that it adds one more 
page to the rtyrology of Tabor, but 
that it.p nts the first instance in 
Ruasia of or ed resistance to the

impartial observer with admiration, as, 
on the other hand, it has caused no- 
thing short of dismay in Government 
apheres. 

The movement for a ten-hour work- 
ing day and a fair wage was already 
announced in proclamation published 
by the secret printing press of St. 
Petersburg in January last. The strike 
began on May 29 (Russian style) with 
the Yekateringof Mills, whence it 
spread rapidly to some score of others. 

At first only the men went out, but 
afterward the women made common 
cause with their husbands and broth- 
ers. Women's strikes at cigarette fao- 
tories, etc., have occurred here before, 
and have been successful. At the 
height of the movement some 30,000 


hands went out. The organization was 
based on directions from the workmen's 
secret Socialistic League, but the St. 
Petersburg workmen surpassed all ex- 
pectations by the quiet and orderly 
Manner in which they behaved. 

It must be remembered that no pub- 
lic meetings are allowed in Russia, and 
that the police were for months 
in arresting and banishing all those 
workmen whom they regarded as sus- |

Natal is a self-governing colony in 
south-east Afric which waa acquired 
by the Hritish in 1845, It bas an area 
of 16,1445 square “miles, is about 250 
miles long, has about 150 miles breadth 
between the sea and the Draktnberg 
range on its western and north-west- 


ern boundary, and has « coast line 170} 


miles tong. The country rises from 
the coast in a series of terraces to an 
elevation of between 3,000 and 4,000 
feet, and presenta many varieties of 
climate soil and. scenery, Articles pro- 
duced and exported are wool, raw 
sugar, hides, ivory, butter, ostrich 
feathers,arrowroot, cured meat, straw, 
cotton, and ‘grain. Tea is also raised 
but not exported from the country.

THIRTY-TWO GRANDCHILDREN.

Asecor’s London Budget to the New 
York Mail and Express contains the 
following information anent the account 
of the marriage of Princess Maud of 
Wales to Prince Charles of Denmark. 

Queen Victoria has had the happiness 
of giving ber consent to eighteen mar- 
riages among her thirty-two grand- 
children mow living. The first of these 
weddings was that of Princess Char- 
lotte of Promsla, the eldest child of the 
Empress Frederick, who, on the 18th 
of Febrdary, 1878, wae united in Ber- 
lin to Prince Bernard, hereditary Prince 
of Saxe-Meiningen. ~The next marriage 
was that of the present German Em- 
peror, then known as Prince William 
of Prussia, who, in Berlin, on the 27th 
of February, 1881, was espoused to Prin- 
cess Victoria Augusta of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein. Two of the Hessian grand- 
children—daughters of the late Princess 
Alice—were wedded in 1884; Princess 
Victoria to Prince Louis of Battenberg. 
at Darmstadt, on April 30, and Princess 
Elizabeth, at 6t. Petersburg, on the 
15th Gf the following June to the 
Grand Duke Serge of Russia. Four 
years ensued before another marriage 
took place, and then two grandchildren 
were united, when Princess Irene, of 
Heese was wedded to ber first cousin, 
Prince Henry of Pruasia, the auspicious 
nuptial day, being the 24th of May, the 
watal anniversary of her Majesty the 
Queen. ;

CANADIAN IRON MINING. 


Anything that tends to the develop- 
ment of the extensive mineral resources 
of this country is naturally of interest 
to the Canadian public. The research- 
es of geologists long ago showed that 
in Ontario and other provinces, im- 
mense mineral deposits have been hid- 
den by the hand of nature. In the 
museum of the Geological Survey at 
Ottawa there fare enough specimens to 
convince the most sceptical as to our 
large possessions of both useful and 
precious metals. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, these mineral resources lie for the 
most part idle in many directions, and 
the tidings a beginning towards 
working some of them isa grateful 
piece of news, The new venture in the 
mineral direction relates to Ontario iron 
and to the Belmont mine, not far from 
Peterboro. Itis interesting to know 
that itis the intrinsic purity of the 
ore—it is nearly the best gemer ore 
in the world—which has ht it to 
the front. The Ontario Legislature at 
its last session gave a bonus of $20,000 
to the Ontario, Belmont, and Northern 
Railway Company. The Dominion 
Parliament also gave a bonus to the 
game railway of $82,000, These 
amounts are sufficient to show the im- 
portance of the undertaking thus as- 
. The railway connects the new 
Belmont iron mine with the Canadian 
Pacific and the Central Ontario rail- 
ways. It isa short line, the principal 
business of which will be the transport- 
ation of the ore from the Belmont mine. 
Itis nearly complete, and is expected 
to be meady for workin afew days. 
As the mine whenin full work will 
afford a living to some hundreds of 
people, it is plain that from an indust- 
ri int ©f view the undertaking is 
worth notice, but it is perhaps more in- 
teresting as being a genuine inning 
towards the development of the Ontario 
iron. is no doubt that the 
opening of the Belmont mine will stim- 
ulate and oe = other enterprises‘of 
the same kind, say that the 
ore equals the best of the famous Sweed- 
ish Dannemora ore in its. freedom from 
phosphorus—that bete noir of iron 
workers. It is not only fitted to 
make steel, but the very fines 

es of tool steel. Not only is 
it very rich in percentage of iron, 
but analysis shows to be re- 
markably free from ingredients that are 
not wanted. It is, in fact, just the 
kind of ore that the immense industrial 
iron undertakings of the United States 
haye been of Jate badly inneedof. The 
Belmont mine has been leased on royal- 
ty By American company, and it 
will be develcped by American capital. 
But the interesting fact about it is that 
it points the way to the opening up of 
anew industry. We-.may hope that 
the example will not be lost, and that 
emeroereg | the large iron-producing ca- 
pacities of Ontaric will be duly made 
use of.—~Mail & Empire.

NEW STEAM DISINFECTOR, 
Twe Birds Killed With One Hone by Thin 
Little Marine tnvention, 


Tt is well Known to all ship owners 
that much time and money is lost when 
ships are detained onder the laws of 
quarantine. Within, the last few years, 
however, many countries have made cor- 
ceasions as to time, and even abolished 
the detention if the ship haa a medi- 
cal officer and an efficient disinfector 
on board. Italy has now passed a law 
making disinfectors compulsory on 
board all emigrant steamers.. A pat- 
lent has been recently granted for a 
jateam disinfector so constructed that it 
| can be placed in any convenient part 

of the ship, and that the steam can 
be readily conveyed by pipes from the 
| boiler. Although steam is used it is, 
} not allowed to condense upon letters, 
which can therefore be disinfected by 
it witheut injury. In the event of an 
|infectious case of illness occurring on

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GATHERING AP.LES, 


An Ingenious Contrivance for Picking the 
Frait Prem the Trees, 

The great value of autumn and win- 
| ter apples lies in the care with which 
| they are gathered. When shaken from 

the trees and allowed to fall upon 
the ground — are bruised and al- 
most worthless. 

Such apples will not keep for any 
length of time, d never bring good 
prices in any market. Al! fine fruit 
should be picked! by hand, and care- 
fully placed in proper receptacles. 

As there are many branches to which 
no one o6an reach with ordinary lad- 
ders, and as extra long ones are not 
owned by all fruit-growers, many apples 
nrust be either wasted by being bruised 
when they fall to the ground or they 
remain upon the tree until they are 
too ripe to be of any ume. 

There are apple-pickers in market, 
but they are.tuo expensive for many 
persons, and others are too far re- 
moved from markets to be able to se- 
cure them when wanted. A  home- 
made picker is, therefore, a great con- 
venience and economy, and as it is one 
that can be put together by any no- 
vies, it is worth while to make it and 
have it at hand in case of need. 

There are almost slways hayrakes 
Without teeth, and the andlea of 
three of these makes the pole to which 
the picker is attached. The handles 
are fastened together either by screws 
or. by winding with wire, so that they 
are perfectly solid and firm. This is 
heceasary to the success of the ap- 
pliance. Then to one.end is fastened 
a wire bent into the shape of the let- 
ter U, but with the wires only about 
1 inch apart. This should be made 
of ordinary ‘telegraph wire, the end 
to be wound around the pole. From 
these wires a long, narrow tubing of 
cloth runs to a basket carried on the 
arm of tne fruit gatherer. With this 
little invention one may pick the fruit 
on very tall trees. The apples slide 
down through the cloth tube and are 
not bruised or injured. If there are ex- 
tremely high branches, one may mount 
a step-ladder in the wagon, from which 
|} point there should be no trouble in 
| reaching the very topmest limbs of 
the tallest trees. Those who make a 
specialty of fine fruit know so well the 
(value of that which is hand-picked, 
but they will appreciate any conven 
tence for securing apples that other- 
wise would go to waste.

New Game Laws. 


It appears‘there have been recent 
changes made in the game laws respect~- 
ing the killing of deer. The season re- 
maihs as heretofore, being limited to 
the first fifteen days of November. The 
hunter must now haye a license, which 
-costs $2, such license must contain a 
minute description of the holder, and 
anyone who wishes can approach the 
hunter in the woods and demand to see 
his license, Deer cannot be killed in 
the water nor immediately after getting 
out of it.* 


Residents of Ontario must procure a license 
to hunt deer at a cost of two dollars for each 
season. Two coupons are attached to each li- 
cense one of which must be attached to each 
deer or part of deerin case of shipping. License 
muat be shown when required or it is forfeited. 

Transportation of deer without coupon attach- 
ed is forbidden and also at other times than 
between the first and twenty-second day of No- 
vem ber unless accompanied by an affidavit that 
they were killed in the open season.

EXTERMINATING LOCUSTS, 

The manner in which Cyprus got 

rid of the hordes of locusta which 
formerly devastated that island is de- 
scribed in the Popular Science News. 
Locusts march across country, leaping 
and flying in swarms of hundreds of 
| millions, destroying every green thing 
(in their path. Noticing that the insects 
| could not retain a foothold on a amooth 
i surface, Mr. Mattei, In Cyprus, tried 
the effect of placing screens of canvas 
j stretched upon stakes and bordered at 
the top with a band of varnished leath- 
er in the path of the advanoing host. 
In front of the line of screens pits were 
| dug, ‘into which the locusts fell when 
ithey attempted to surmount the 
lecreens. The upper part of the pits 
| was lined with smooth sinc. ‘Che im- 
| prisoned insects, unable to climb upon 
| the zinc, and pressed back by the thous- 
j} ands of fresh victims continually fallin 
|into the pit, were easily destroyed. 
| This system was adopted throughout 
the island, and in five yeara—from 1881 
to 1886—the locusts were practically ex- 
terminated. In 1883, according to care- 
ful estimates, two hundred thousand 
million locusts were killed.

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‘ FISHERMEN OF THE LAKES 


HARDY MEN WHO TEND THEIR 
NETS FOR PROFIT. , 
in the Open Season They are Beay tm 
Bouts Wiren Winter Comes They Flak 
Through the bee~How the Cuteh ik 
Secured and Prepared for Mhipment. 


Living atong the shores of Lake Su- 
perior and the other great lakes is a 
class of men whose lives make a study 
at once interesting by reason of the 
peril with which each day is fraught, 
and instructive in the manner each day 
is lived. These men are hardy, weath- 
er-beaten fishermen who, during the 
entire year, seek a living from the 
depths of the waters. 

The fisherman's daily life is the same 
on all the great lakes, and hia work 
varies but slightly, therefore, the busi- 
ness dons at Marquette will serve as 
* good illustration of the nature of the 
entire industry. 


The fishermen of Marquette ply 
their trade throughout the entire year, 
though the business is necessarily reduc- 
ed toa minimum during the winter 
months. Unlike the sportsman, the 
professional fisherman does almost all 
his work by means of nets. This metb- 
od of capturing the denizens of the 
deep requires a considerably larger 
outfit than that of the angler who sits 
on # rock with his red and his basket 
and smokes and id] the time away 
waiting for a bite, dr, mayhap, pulls 
on his rubber boots,|\takes his kit on 
his back, and walks \up the stream, 
casting the bright colored fly here and 
there in the hope of deceiving some 
hungry fish. In the first place a large 
number of nets is essential. Very of- 
ten half of a firm‘s supply is hung up 
on the repair ‘Tacks at one time, and 
unless the company is well supplied this 
means serious trouble and 

A LARGE LOSS. 

In order to set and haul the numerous 
nets which are set in a territory ex- 
tending forty miles up the coast to 
Big Bay and forty miles down to Grand 
Island and Pictured Rocks, both sail 
and tug-boats are needed. If the fish- 
erman is well-todo he has a tug to 
take care of the more distant nets and 
& couple of sail boats to attend to the 
work within a radius of fifteen miles 
from town. The tugs are usually small 
but stanch and strong. They go out 
in all kinds of weather, and it very of- 
ten happens that a fish tug may be 
sen pulling out of the harbor just as 
some big craft is rounding the break- 
water pier to éscape a storm. The sail- 
boats are all built on the model of the 
double-cat and vary much in size. 

Two classes of mets are used—the 
gang-net and the pound-net. The gang- 
nets are six hundred feet long and about 
six feet deep. They are sunk by means 
of weights, in the open lake and a 
buoy is attached to each end to mark 
the position. Sometimes there are a 
great number cf these nets fastened 
together, so that they cover ai dis- 
tance of several miles. Ln such a case 
it takes the fishermen five or six hours 
to haul. One tug boat can take care 
of as many as fifteen nets, varying in 
size from six hundred.to fifteen hun- 
dred feet ina day. F .#, a firm with 
one tug can set th ° or forty nets, | 
hauling them on a scrnate days. 

The pound nets ar. made on the same 
principle as the old wire rat-traps. ‘Ibe 
pound is made fast to stakes set in 
twenty or thirty feet of water. It is a 
large cell capable of accommodating 

THOUSANDS OF FISH. 
From this “pound” a single net is 
wiretched shoreward along Ube bottom 
of the lake. This is called the “fence,”

In the year 1845, his father, the late 
Simeon Ashley, who then resided on his 
farm. lot 4, concession 4, township of 
Huntingdon, took a sub-contract for 
one year to carry the mail between 
Belleville and Marmora village, and his 
son Washburn was duly installed as 
mail boy. ‘ 

The contract was for a weekly service 
leaving Belleville about 7 o'clock every 
Monday morning, the mail boy riding 
on horseback carrying the mail in a 
pouch about the size of a school-bag

carried a pocket pistol which happily he 
never had occasion to use. 

At this time (1845) the only road from 
Belleville to Marmora was this mail 
route, which followed the preseut coun 
ty road to what is yet known as ** Dean’s 
Corners,” between the present villages 
of Roslin and Thomasburg, thence 
westerly aboat one mile to the first post 
office. kept by a Mr. Mullet, From 
there the route continued westerly to 
the present Madoc gravel road. where 
he would get dinner at his father’s.

“oe The postmaster at Madoc was 
a Mr. McDonald.

for this game. Maroc and the date, 
18th September, were fixed by the C.L.A. 
for the first game. The Peterboros 
have on many former occasions proven 
themselves one of the best clubs out- 
side of the large cities, and they came 
down in a special train with a large 
following of friends from their own 
town as well as from Campbellford and 
Stirling — enthusiastic lacrosse sports 
who accepted the cordial invitations 
thrown out on the Peterboro posters to 
“come along with the boys and_ see 
them win from the Madocs.”

Cooked Apples.—Apples cooked in this 
manner asa breakfast dish are a wel- 
come variation: For a family of six 
take eight or ten fine aoft tart apples, 
peel, core, slice and set to soak for at 
least three hours in sugar moistened 
with brandy and lemon juice. Drain 
from this and fry to a clear brown in 
butter, sprinkle well with powdered 
gugar _ cinnamon; then serve. 

Breatls.—It is to the southern house- 
keeper that we owe the cooking of hot 
breads in all their perfection. To make 
what is called pone, upon one quart of 
white corn meal pour just enough boil- 
ing water to scald it through. After 
stirring it thoroughly, let it stand un- 
til cold; rub into it a piece of butter 
about the size of a amall egg and add 
@ little salt. Beat two eggs until light, 
without separating, add them to the 
meal, mix well, add one pint of sour 
milk or buttermilk, beat until smooth. 
Dissolve one teaspoonful of soda jn a 
tablespoonful of boiling water, stir in 
the mixture, turn into a greased bak- 
ing pan and bake in a quick oven for 
thirty-five minutes. This is a fine 
corn bread for either breakfast or tea. 

Eggs.—Raked eggs as a delicacy for 
the early meal is unsurpassed. In a 
}good hot oven on a stonéware platter 
imelt a large lump of butter. When 
| thoroughly softhned shake it all over 
|the dish in order to grease it well. On 
this hot butter drop six fresh eggs as 
| if for poaching. When the whites are 
jget they are done. This should be 
} served with long and narrow pieces of 
j toast without crust, which will act as 
a garnish for the edge of the dish. 

Brown Hash.—Boston can boast of 
|fine brown bread, and equally so the 
| Boston brown hash, which is an excel- 
lent breakfast dish.

| a layer of mashed potatoes (cold ones 
j will answer).

The 
history of the Roman State is stoesred 
with the tiood of the innocent on every 
page, but not one is worse aplotched wii 
the red and black of slaughier and 
treachery than that which tells the 
story of the downfall of Carthage. The 
City of Dido was completely prostrated 
hy the second Punic war, and willing- 
ly accepted peace on any terms. The 
Romans, however, were bent on the tot- 
al destruction of the city, so encouraged 
thelr allies to insult and attack the 
humiliated State, until finally it took | 
up arms against them, despite the 
agreement with Rome. When Scipio! 
appeared befora the city, however, | 
sulwnitted, and at his demand surrend- | 
ered all the arms and armor it contain- | 
ed, giving up a quantity so large, as 
even at this day to excile wonder at | 
the amount. Then came the demand | 
that the inhabitants should remove to | 
another place, and that the city should | 
be leveled, and in desperation the in- 
habitants determined to perish with) 
their city. Then came burried prepara-_ 
tions for resistance to the death, The, 
smiths worked night and day forging | 
swords and spears, to take the piace of | 
those treacherousiy obtained by *the |

THE YOUNG EMPEROR POISONED. 

Nicholas, unlike his father and the 
Emperor of Austria, King Humbert of 
lialy, King Leopold of Belgium, King 
Christian of Denmark, King Oscar of 
Sweden, King Alexander of Servia and 
Ring Carlos of Portugal, none of whom 
ever wears gloves, wore gloves  con- 
stantly after he aseended the throne, 
and was rarely seen out of doors with 
his hands uncovered. 

It is evident that the Nihilists were 
made aware of the Czar’s habit and 
that they took advantage of it to at- 
tempt to kill bim ag they had killed 
Count Teheremetieff. More fortunate 
than the latter, Nicholas escaped with 
his life, but he came so close to death's 
door that it is doubtful Whether he will 
ever entirely recover from the effects 
of the poison.

INDIA'S ARMY FOR EUROPE! 


WHAT NATIVE FIGHTERS COULD 
DO AGAINST CONTINENTALS. 


The @pistons of Lerd Breaconsteld and

When Lord Reavonsfiedd sent some

dia, writes Thomas P. Hughes in the | 
New York Sun. It wae a stateaman- | 
like action, and very few military of-| 
ficers of standing have, ever ventured ) 
'o Oa) ig question the wisdom and ex« | 
pediency of the measure. It has been 
reserved for the present Commander-in- 
Chief, Viscount Wolseley, to publish to 
the world his conviction that the na« 
tive troupe of India could not be trust- 
«i in a European war. The opinion 
has been put forth in oppesition to that 
of Lord Roberts, and not without séme 
slight suspicion of rivalry and jeal- 
ousy. Those who have lived in India 
any length of time are fully aware of 
the low estimate formed of the native 
troops by officers of English regi- 
ments, and as Lord Wolesley has had 
only very short experience of India, 
when he served with the Eightieth Foot 
in the Burmese war of 1852-58, it is but 
reasonable to suppose that he has im- 
bibed these prejudices. On the other 
hand, the whole of the military life of 
Gen. Koberts has been passed in In- 
dia, from the time when he earved with 
distinguished bravéry throughout the 
Indian mutiny campaign, and received 
a Victoria Crogs for personal valor in 
the field, to his histeric march from 
Cabul to Candahar, when with a pick- 
ed force of 0,000 be emerged from the 
trackleas regions of. Afghanistan, and 
inflicted a crushing defeat upon Ayoob 
Khan, the protege of Russia. 

The fighting qualities of the troops 
which form Britain's native Indian 
army of 250,000 natives is not a mat- 
ter of opinion. It is a fact of his 
tory. Take, for example, 

THE SIKH REGIMENTS. 

At the battle of Chillianwalla. Lord 

Gough was under the impression that 

he had been thoroughly defeated by 

the Sikhs, and no one who has ever seen 

& Sikh regiment march behind one of 

the finest British regiments has doubt- 

ed for a moment their fighting quali- 
ties. These men stand six feet; they 
are men of war from their youth; they 
have no fear of death; to them fighting 


is & recreation. ‘This cannot be said 
of the raw material of which the regi- 
mente of the line in the British army 
are. composed. 

The Goorkha is probably the best 
, soldier in the world. He ia sturdily 
j}built, of an average height of 5 feet 
}% inches, with a physiognumy of a 
| Chinese Tartar character. During my 
twenty years’ residence in a large 
j military station in India I never heard 
ithe fighting qualitiva of the Goorkhas 
‘called in question. The British sol- 
| dier likes the sturdy little Goorkha. In 
ithe Afghan war, when encamped be- 
| fore Cabul, it was, found that tne bag- 
| gage of the Goorkha regiment had not 
jarrived, and the) Highlanders volun- 
| teered to lead the Goorkha boys their 
/ military coats for the night when on 
jduty. The singular ne powers 
iof the Goorkhad were irst dis- 
jcovered in the Nepaulese war 
of - 1814-16, when the British 
troops met them as enemies for the 
,only time in their bistery. England 
had a force of 30,000 in the field, and 
the Goorkhad only 10,000, and it took 
‘two years of tough fighting to bring 
them to terms. The -British glory in 
the charge of Balaklava, bat it finds a 
parallel in the aege of Kalungla in [815, 
when the Goorkhas lost 53) out of their 
noble little band of 690, and inflicted 
upon the British the heavy loss of 750. 
| In the event of England's having to 
\fight any European power single-hand- 
ed there can be no question as to the 
jadvisability of bringing these Sikh and 
|}Goorkha regiments into the ticld, and 
; the very fact that an experienced of- 
| ficer like : 

LORD ROBERTS, 

endorses such action will convince any 
one who has seen these native soldiers 
day after day during a long life in 
India = that the native troops can be 
trusted. 

} In judging of the Indian native army 
| it must be remembered that its general 
| Organization is not on the lines of class 
regiments. ‘The native regiments are 
jfor the most part made up of differ- 
ent races and religions; one company 
of Punjabia Moslems, another of Sikhs, 
another of Doogras, another of Goork- 
has, another Pathans, and so on. Regi- 
ments so constituted may te difficult 
to handle on foreign Woil, but they 
could be easily reorganized for a Eu- 
ropean war, The Sikhs and Goorkhas 
have no caste préjadice, and if they 
were landed on the shores of Europe 
they would eat the Britisher’s food 
and drink the Britisher’s toddy even 
with a greater relish than that of 
Tommy Atkins himself. 

I have never met with an officer of 
experience who has not been ready to 
confess that for difficult service he 
would rather lead a company of na- 
tive soldiers than one of tbe British 
army. In these native soldiers you | 
have men of great powers of endurance. 
They can do without stimulants for 
weeks, and can carry five days’ ra- 
tions on their backs. They can sleep on 
the ground with very little covering | 
either on the sunny plains of India or 4 
on the snow-capped mountains of Af. | 
ghanistan. They never ecanplain, and | 
their one coneeption of duty ia faith- | 
fulness to those who pay them. 

But besides the Goorkhas and Sikhs 
thers isan immense recruiiing ground 
on the frontiers of India. The num- 
erous Pathan tribes, inhabiting the 
long line of frontier between India and 
Afghanistan, number as many as i0,- 
000 fighting men, and from thease tribes 
the Pathan soldiér is enlisted. They 
are historic fighters. Their ancestors

A LONG DISTANCE TEST. 


Under direction of the Goyern- 
ment, samples of butter were 
sl from Victoria to England 
back in order to thoroughly 
test their keeping qualities. It 
speaks volumes for the perfection 
to which the Antipodes have attain- 
ed in the matter of making, pack- 
ng. and shipping facilities when 
all the samples were found, after 
their 24-thousand mile trip, to be in 
splendid condition.

and absence of salt, it being treated 
with only two pounds of salt and 
uarters per cent. preservatis 
to the one hundred pounds of butter, 
In another sample four pounds of 
salt was used and one-half per cent. 

The Government ex- 
pert at the final test felt prepared 
to pit the samples against any other 
_ butter in the world at that age.

CHEESE BRANDING BILL. 


The Bill providing for the branding 
ot Canadian cheese, introduced by 
Mr. McLennnan, M. P., of Glen- 
y, has passed its second read- 
ek the House of Commons, which 
virtually means that it becomes 
law, unless interfered with by the 
Senate. By it no person shall sell 
_ offer, expose or have in his posses. 
gion for sale cheese of any factory 
- in Canada manufacturing for export 
unless the word “Canada” and the 
day and month of manufacture and 
the registered number of the factory 
are “ branded, marked or stamped ” 
both on the cheese and on the box 
before leaving the tactory, in letters 
not less than j ofan inch high and 
jotan inch wide. The registered 
number must be obtained from’ the 
Dairy Commissioner at Ottawa, to 
whom particulars as to name, loca- 
tion, owner of factory, ete. are to 
be sent, as per schedule provided. 
The penalty. for violation of this 
Act is a-tine of not mgpe than #20 
nor lessthan %5 for“every such 
cheese “sold,” ete., with costs, or in 
default, not more than three months 
in jail. This law is to come in

ment a feature of the future policy 
of the Government. It is a regret- 
tuble fact that much of the richest 
territory in the gold districts of On- 
tario was secured by Americans be- 
fore the Government woke to the 
gold-bearing possibilities of the dis- 
trict secured to the Province by 
Sir Oliver Mowat's constitutional 
victory a decade or more ago. As 
soon as the boom in British Colum- 
bia called attention tothe quartz 
mines of Canada, the Government 
woke up to the possibilities of this 
Province, and sent Prof. Coleman 
and Prof. Wilmott to the Lake of 
the Woods district to make an ex- 
pert investigation of the gold pros- 
| pects of the region. The reports 
jmade by these gentleman, as al- 
ready published, show that the out- 
look is of the best and the Ontario 
Government intends to seize on this 
means of giving prominence to the 
Hardy Administration. The utmost 
activity is to be displayed in creat- 
ing a boom for Ontario mines and

He was taken before Magistrate Wood the 
next morning, and the whole -facts in 
connection with the unfortunate affair 
brought to light. In view of the whole 
circumstances of the case the magis- 
trate, after taking the evidence of the 
woundel man as well, concluded that 
Hobson was scarcely more to blame 
than those who had been tormenting 
him, and allowed the prisoner to go on 
his own recognizance.

2 gh the investigation before A. F. 
Wood, J. P.. the examination of wit- 
nesses developed some matters of serious 
character, so much so that Mr. Wood 
said he felt bound to not only call the 
attention of the public to it but those 
char with looking after the admin- 
istration of\the License laws. First, 
there was the stabbing, serious enough 
as it was but might have been much 
more so, resulting poo in the loss 
of one life and another held responsible 
for causing it and the ruin of a family. 
But there was, he said, another phase 
ofthe matter. What about the drunken 
rowdies that baited this man Hobson— 
drunk though he was—arresting him 
without any authority, dragging him 
up to the lock up and treating him as a 
beast to carry out a drunken frolic? 
What abouttheir responsibility? But, 
he said, there was still another feature 
of this case that went back to first 
causes. Where did this man Hobson 
get drunk? Who allowed him to re 
main drinking until so intoxicated he 
was turned on the streets? Where did 
the rowdies who baited him get their 
liquor until they were in a state fitted 
todo what they did? He said the law 
was plain. The parties who held 
licenses to sell liquor were bound not 
to allow parties to continue drinking on 
their premises until they became drunk, 
and the worst of all was after doing so 
to turn them on the streets in the dark- 
ness of the night. The moral responsi- 
bility of this act, he said, went much 
farther than this unfortunate man Hob- 
son, and he wished to add this: that 
one of the parties to this drunken frolic 
wasa victim of the frenzied man but 
the other parties to it escape. If any- 
thing of this kind came under his at- 
tention again he should consider it his 
duty to see that all connected with it 
were brought to Justice. He should 
report the other part to the License In- 
spector.

HURRICANE AT PARIS. 


=< of the @pera Comique Blown tn — 


Preepic Blown Inte the River and Trees 
Ppreeted, 


A despatch from Paris, says :—Traf- 
fic in the streets was stopped for two 
hours by a severe wind and rain storm 
that passed over this city on Thursday 
afternoon. The wind blew with hur- 
ricane force and the downpour of rain 
waa torrential, Much damage was done 
and several persons were injured by 
being struck by flying debris. Two 
hours before the storm broke the at- 
mosphere gave indications of its com- 
ing. It was dark and sultry and the 
clouds had a peculiar lowering appear- 
ance. Among the buildings that stood 
in the pathway of the cyclone was the 
sai Comique, the roof of which was 
blown in. ‘Most of the persons injured 
were cab drivers. A‘ reporter of The 
Tempe, who witnessed the cyclone from 
the top of an omnibus, says that it 
did not last for more than a minute. 
He suddealy saw what appeared to be 
a tall pillar of amoke advancing and 
imagined that there was a large fire. 
But almost immediately he saw the 
branches of trees —— off and 
countless chimney pots hurled to the 
ground. Then the storm immediately 
passed away. Those on the omnibus 
were- untouched. The west end of the 
city wholly escaped the fury of the 
storm, but eastward along the river 
way much destruction was caused. Be- 
tween the Pont St. Michael and Pont 
Neuf 40 large trees were torn out of 
the ground and blown into the Seine. 

_ persons who were passing across 
the bridge or along the river front 
were caught up by the wind and 
thrown into the river, but so far as 
known all of these were rescued. 


FATAL RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


Ruginecr Facer and Fireman Johnson 
Billed on the T. HM. & B. 

A despatch from Hamilton mys :—A 
fatal accident obourred on the Toron- 
to, Hamilton & Buffalo Railway at the 
the western city limite about 5.80 on 
Wednesday evening, the unfortunate 
victims being Engineer James Facer and 
Fireman George Johnson, both of 
Waterford. The passenger train going 
weat, which is due to leave the Hun- 
ter street station a few minutes after 
5 o’clook, accidentally ran into an open

street, the fireman, it is supposed, not 
observing the signal, which was on his 
side, and consequently not knowing 
that the ewitch was opm. The en- 
gine and tender and baggage car jump- 
ed the rails, the hind wheels of the 
latter going on the siding, and in the 
—— the engine and tender were 
shoved into the ditch, both badly dam- 
aged. Fortunately not more than two 
persons were hurt in the accident, but 
the victims were terribly injured, Fire- 
man Johnson especially suffering an aw- 
ful death. His body was dug out from 
beneath the engine, and it was evid- 
ent that he had been killed almost in- 
stantly. The se yen pipe had pene- 
trated the poor fellow’s body, and while 
death was mercifully relieving him of 
his agony hot steam from the pipe was 
bering into his intestines. He left a 
widow and family. Engineer Facer 
was thrown about 20 or 50 feet on the 
ties, and the back of his head was 
smashed. He did not realize the ser- 
lousness of his injuries, and of those 
who tenderly cared for him aa well as 
possible under the circumstances he 
asked if he were going to die. He 
scarcely heard the words of encour- 
agement spoken in reply, for just aa he 
was about to speak again he gave a 
gasp of pain, and the struggle was 
ended. The bodies of the two men 
were removed tothe morgue, and an in- 
quest will be held,

ART IN AGRICULTURE. 


Art in agriculture is coming to be 
more and more noticeable every day. 
With the advent of new methods, im- 
orang implements, and a wider know- 

of the field, the agriculturist 
is rising higher and higher in the fleld 
of useful and ornamental art as the 
yeara go by.
